° Che ospel Crail Blazer 


Text: “In those days came John the 
Baptist, preaching in the wilderness 
of Judaea,” Matt. 3:1. 


For the past thousands of years God 
has given unto the people teachers, 
patriarchs, judges, kings, and proph- 
ets, but John the Baptist was the first 
trail-blazing, gospel preacher. His fa- 
ther, Zechariah, was a priest and a 
very devout man of God. His mother, 
Elizabeth, was also of a priestly fam- 
ily of the daughters of Aaron and cou- 
sin to Mary, the mother of the Lord. 
He was brought up under very reli- 
gious restrictions, never drinking wine 
or strong drinks of any kind. Outside 
of this statement, however, there is 
little that we know of the character- 
istics of his youth. 

From Malachi, the last prophet of 
the Old Testament, to John the Bap- 
tist was a period of approximately 
four hundred years, during which time 
all prophets were silent and the people 
lived in darkness and sin, and in di- 
vision. Generation after generation 
lived and died during this dark age 
with little light and spiritual advice 
and only a very few manuscripts of 
the law written, and they were so ex- 
pensive that the average person could 
not afford a copy. 


John was a very peculiar man, dwell- 
ing by himself in the wild, thinly pop- 
ulated region westward of the Dead 
Sea. His dress was that of the old 
prophets, a garment woven of camel’s 
hair attached to the body by a leather 
girdle. His food was such as the desert 
afforded—locust and wild honey. Thus 
fed and clothed, the long secluded 
hermit came forth to the discharge 
of his office. The power of the gospel 
he preached, his life, and the general 
expectance that some great one was 
about to appear were sufficient to at- 
tract to him a great multitude from 
Jerusalem and all Judea and all the 
regions about Jordan. Many of every 
class pressed forward to confess their 
sins and to be baptized of him in the 
Jordan, and Jesus Himself came from 
Galilee to the river to be baptized of 
this great gospel preacher. 

Up to this time religion was sacri- 
ficial and ceremonial. Men offered up 
the blood of innocent beasts for the 
sins of guilty men. Then suddenly 
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the voice of the preacher crying in 
the wilderness, “Repent and be bap- 
tized for the remission of sins.” 


Pharisees and Sadducees came to 
his baptism, and he said unto them, 
“O generation of vipers, who hath 
warned you to flee from the wrath to 
come? Bring forth therefore fruits 
meet for repentance and think not 
to say within yourselves, We have 
Abraham to our father: for I say unto 
you, that God is able of these stones 
to raise up children unto Abraham, 
And now also the ax is laid unto the 
root of the trees: therefore every tree 
which bringeth not forth good fruit 
is hewn down, and cast into the fire. 
I indeed baptize you with water unto 
repentance: but he that cometh after 
me is mightier than I, whose shoes I 
am not worthy to bear: he shall bap- 
tize you with the Holy Ghost, and with 
fire: Whose fan is in his hand, and 
he will throughly purge his floor, and 
gather his wheat into the garner; but 
he will burn up the chaff with un- 
quenchable fire.” 


Without fear or favor this mighty 
preacher boldly declared the gospel to 
all alike. He preached true repentance, 
demanding evidence. He preached 
water baptism, baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and fire, judgment and hell 
with unquenchable fire for those who 
failed to repent of their sins, and 
would not baptize every old snake that 
came along. This was not what the 
people wanted, but was what they 
needed. He told them that the ax was 
laid at the root of the trees ready to 
cut them down. The ax was the power 
of the gospel and the trees were the 
people to whom it was preached; John 
was the man swinging the ax ready 
to cut them down, and he did chop, 
letting the chips fly wherever they 
would. He made no compromise. He 
was not preaching for money. No one 
had hired him, and he sought no fame 
or glory of man, but the burden of the 
gospel was upon his heart and he felt 
as Paul, “Woe is me if I preach not 
the gospel.” He reproved sin wherever 
he found it. King Herod had taken 


unto himself the wife of his brother 
Philip, and John reproved him for 
this and other sins, and lost his lib- 
erty and finally his head. Fearlessly 
and sincerely he stood for, and 
preached his convictions. He sought 
no following but urged men to follow 
Christ. He declared that he was un- 
worthy even to stoop down and un- 
loose the Master’s shoe latchet; he 
admitted that he himself must de- 
crease, and confessed that Christ must 
increase, and that it was Christ who 
would take away the sins of the world. 

John the Baptist had some very 
fine characteristics that ministers in 
this gospel dispensation would do well 
to follow. He was not afraid to launch 
out into the unfathomed depths of the 
gospel. He had the courage and every- 
thing else that it took to tread the un- 
traveled paths and to stand on the un- 
tried truth that was to become the 
foundation of a new religion that was 
yet to be seen how the people were 
going to accept. 

He was the first man to preach re- 
pentance, water baptism, and the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost; he had the 
boldness and grace to demand evi- 
dence of their repentance, and would 
not baptize every candidate that pre- 
sented himself for water baptism that 
he might count numbers and make a 
big report. He was not greedy of filthy 
lucre, and his dress and food were evi- 
dences that he was not full of pride 
and did not have to sleep in the fin- 
est hotel room or eat the most dainty 
food. 


He called sin what it was and took 
issues against it wherever it was found 
—from the king’s family down to the 
Galilean fisherman. He never figured 
what it would cost him to take his 
stand on the right side. 


He sought no honors or praises for 
himself. He preached the honor and 
glory of Christ and declared that he 
himself must decrease and that Christ 
must increase. He pointed his own dis- 
ciples to Jesus and at his biddings 
they left him and followed Christ, and 
he always sent the people away 
blessed and praising the Lord rather 
than himself. Yes, a good example for 
gospel ministers of this late day and 
age!

n She TFtoly Ghost Benefits 


INTRODUCTION 
“Holy Ghost” is a personal noun 
taken from the Greek, ‘“Parakletos” 
and means “one called alongside to 
help.” The word “benefit” means an 
act of kindness, or a favor conferred, 
and if I were going to write an article 
on the subject of the Holy Ghost, it 
®@ seems to me that I would like to dwell 
more upon its meaning or benefits to 
the human family. Pentecostal people 
are not talking in tongues and shout- 
ing just for fun, or to invite criticism. 
No, there is something more to the 
Holy Ghost than what the outsider 
thinks. If shouting was all there was 
to be derived from this great blessing, 
millions of us would quit now. But 
when we think of the Holy Ghost in 
terms of profit or benefits, we think 
first of the 
JOY AND GLADNESS 
we find when we make our first con- 
tact with this great gift. Romans 
14:17, Paul said “the kingdom of God 
is not meat and drink, but righteous- 
ness, and peace, and JOY in the Holy 
Ghost.” My reference to this scripture 
does not mean that the individual has 
received the Holy Ghost at this partic- 
ular time, but perhaps the Holy 
Ghost has received him. Through the 
new birth as outlined by Christ in 
John, the third chapter, he has made 
his way into the kingdom of God, 
which Paul says is in the Holy Ghost. 
Now it is a great benefit to a person to 
have gladness and joy. Nehemiah 8:10 
says the joy of the Lord is your 
strength. Of course, strength is neces- 
sary in every walk of life, and espe- 
cially in the Christian life. Christians 
who do not have joy are more subject 
to be overcome by the enemy, but 
with this joy we have strength for 
every passing day—strength to further 
seek the Lord, to be patient, to be 
faithful, to be obedient, and with such 
inspiration and strength we need no 
spirit of prophecy to decide what a 
person will do. Now the Pentecostal 
people have long since learned that 
this victory does not come through 
turning a new leaf, taking a 
dose of “do better”, or joining some 
church, but as conferred by the Holy 
Ghost sent down by God out of 
Heaven. 
t ) Then as we continue our thoughts 
of the Holy Ghost in terms of bene- 
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fits, and it is understood that we are 
to confine our thoughts more to that 
particular phrase of the subject, we 
would like to think of those who have 
received the Holy Ghost, and call your 
attention to Acts 1:8, and in the 
language of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
“But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” Now the favor or bene- 
fit I am thinking of is 
POWER FOR SERVICE, 

which comes to the individual only 
when he has received the Holy Ghost. 
Of course, I know there are people 
who have a limited amount of religion, 
that have high ambitions and desires, 
but for the lack of power to motorize 
they go down in despair. Peter had 
that experience when he denied the 
Lord. He had high ideas of what he 
would do for Jesus, but when he was 
faced with the grim realities he had a 
miserable fall. However, he repented 
and sought God and received the Holy 
Ghost, after which we have no record 
of his ever failing again, but rather he 
testified in various places and before 
different people that Jesus was the 
Christ of God, and that He was the 
resurrection and life. 


Now I would like to contrast this ex- 
perience of boldness inspired by the 
Holy Ghost to that of the chief rulers 
in John 12:42, which reads thus, 
“Nevertheless among the chief rulers 
also many believed on him; but be- 
cause of the Pharisees they did not 
confess him, lest they should be put 
out of the synagogue.” The word syna- 
gogue means a “congregation” and is 
used in the New Testament to signify 
a recognized place of worship. Do you 
know why they were so particular to 
retain their membership with the 
synagogue? The 43rd verse says they 
loved the praise of men more than 
the praise of God. We find many peo- 
ple today who know and believe the 
Holy Ghost is right, but for lack of 
the power conferred by the Holy 
Ghost they will not confess for fear 
they will be excluded from their 
church, and the only application to be 
made here is, they love the praise of 
men more than the praise of God. 

As for talking in tongues, shouting, 





etc., Pentecostal people enjoy this; but 
rest assured, my friend, they are not 
in this way for that alone, but for the 
power that makes them bold and not 
ashamed to confess Christ anywhere, 
any time, and when a person receives 
the blessing you can exclude him 
from their church, or do whatever you 
please, it makes no difference with 
him, he has the satisfaction of know- 
ing that Christ Jesus is his Savior, 
Sanctifier, and Filler, which no one 
but those possessed with the Holy 
Ghost can know, according to 1 Cor. 
12:3. No man can say that Jesus is the 
Lord but by the Holy Ghost. Jesus 
said He would go away and send us 
another Comforter. We know He ar- 
rived in Heaven for we have the wit- 
ness. Those who have not received the 
witness do not know whether or not 
He ever arrived back with the Father. 
If the foregoings are not to be appre- 
ciated as special benefits, please tell 
me why. Well, naturally, where there 
is power there is need for a conductor, 
so think of the Holy Ghost in terms of 
a 
CONDUCTOR, 
which serves as a guide. John 16:13, 
“Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth 
is come, he will guide you into all truth: 
for he shall receive of mine, and shall 
shew it unto you.” Now the world is 
bountifully supplied with guides, but 
the wrong kind, also somebody pre- 
tending to show you things to come. 
You can ride down the road and ever 
so often you find a magician to read 
your hand. Pentecostal people don’t 
need their hands read. The Holy Ghost

world, dominated by the devil. Rev. 
19:19 says, “And I saw the beast (anti- 
christ), and the kings of the earth, 
and their armies, gathered together to 
make war against him that sat on the 
horse, and against his army.” 

This second coming of Christ has a 
broader meaning than many have ever 
considered possible. Christ is coming 
back to crush out sin, to put the devil 
down, to put an end to the antichrist 
activities on this earth. After the put- 
ting away of the antichrist and the 
false prophet, that is not the root, or 
bottom of the trouble, but the devil 
must be cast down into a lake of fire. 
That will happen, too, before Christ 
ceases His mission. This is to destroy 
sin, and to erect the right on this 
earth. God’s Man, the Son of God, will 
arrange conditions, that people will 
not have to be deceived any longer. 

Until the antichrist and the false 
prophet have been crushed out, there 
will be trouble and more trouble for 
this world. That is another reason Je- 
sus Christ is coming back again to this 
earth. Think of this, before Christ 
comes again the second time the devil 
will have his two instruments (anti- 
christ and the false prophet) doing 
business for him on this earth on a 
great scale; yes, causing people to re- 
ceive a mark that will damn _ their 
souls. Speaking of the false prophet, 
Rev. 13:13 says, “And he doeth great 
wonders, so that he maketh fire come 
down from heaven on the earth in the 
sight of men.”

At this time Christ will 
not be with the Father on His Father’s 
throne, as recorded in Rev. 3:21, “To 
him that overcometh will I (Christ) 
grant to sit with me in my throne, 
even as I also overcame and am set 
down with my Father in his (God’s) 
throne”; but rather Christ will b 
sitting on His own throne. Matt. 
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25:32, 33, states that there will be 
gathered before Christ all the nations 
of the earth, and Christ will separate 
them (nations) one from another. He 

@ sa set the sheep on the right hand 
and the goats on the left. 


To prove to you that there will be a 
judgment of the nations, which is dif- 
ferent to the last judgment, please 
read Matt. 19:27-28. Here we are 
taught that Peter asked Christ what 
they would profit by clinging to Him. 
Jesus Christ answered by informing 
him, “That ye which have followed 
me in the regeneration when the Son 
of man shall sit in the throne of his 
glory, ye also shall sit upon 
twelve thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel.” Now these boys 
are dead in body, but they will 
rise in the morning of the resur- 
rection, and will come back to 
earth again with Christ Jesus. This 
is also confirmed in Acts 15:14-17. 
Peter declared how that God at first 
did pay a visit to the Gentiles, for the 
purpose of getting a people for His 
name. Luke says, in Acts 15:15, “And 
to this agree the words of the proph- 
ets.” Verses 16, 17, “After this I will 
return (to earth again), and will 
build again the tabernacle of David, 
which is fallen down; and I will build 
again the ruins thereof, and I will set 
it up: that the residue of men might 
seek after the Lord.” When has the 
Lord ever returned since Peter visited 
the house of Cornelius? The Bible 
says, “After this visit.” So the Lord 
has never come to establish His ever- 
lasting kingdom that shall never be 
destroyed, etc. Many would have us 
believe that this work was done years 
ago, but the Bible plainly states that 
when the Lord returns to build again 
the tabernacle of David, then the resi- 
due of men might seek after the Lord. 
Surely that was not so in the days 
that are past, such as the residue of 
men might seek after the Lord. This 
surely has reference to the millennium 
when the residue of men will seek 
after the Lord, because Mr. Webster 
says “residue” means “remainder.” 
The Winston Dictionary says “resi- 
due” means “that which remains after 
a part has been removed; a remnant.” 
So this would be so in our interpre- 
tation. The rapture will have been 
over, then the first resurrection, too, 
the tribulation days also, because 
those days will be shortened; except

Two great subjects within them- 
selves! We notice in Heb. 11:1 that 
faith is the substance of things hoped 
for and the evidence of things not 
seen. Faith is one of the greatest gifts 
from God to us. In the sixth verse of 
the same chapter we see that without 
faith it is impossible to please God. 
We can’t get to heaven without faith. 
Faith and works go together. James 
2:17, “Even so faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone.” Many 
people have faith that do not have 
works. But faith and works wrought 
together make perfect. James 2:22, 
“Seest thou how faith wrought with 
his works, and by works was faith 
made perfect?” That was speaking of 
Abraham when he offered Isaac his 
son upon the altar. The twenty-fourth 
verse shows us how that by works a 
man is justified and not by faith only. 


In St. Matt. 7:21 Jesus says, “Not 
every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven; but he that doeth the will of 
my Father which is in heaven.” Verse 
24 teaches us that whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them, I will liken him unto a wise man 
which built his house upon a rock and 
it could not be moved.” But verses 26 
and 27 say, “Everyone that heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth them 
not, shall be likened unto a foolish 
man, which built his house upon the 
sand: and the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell: and 
great was the fall of it.” James 1:22, 
“But be ye doers of the word, and not 
hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves.” Verse 25, “But being a doer 
of the work he shall be blessed in his 
deed.” James 2:18, “Yea, a man may 
say, Thou hast faith, and I have 
works: shew me thy faith without thy 
works and I will shew thee my faith 
by my works.” 

We were saved by grace through 
faith—faith in Christ. All that are 
baptized with the Holy Ghost had to 
have faith to believe we were ready 
for the Holy Ghost, and by believing 
and obeying were filled with the 
Holy Ghost. Thousands of people have 
faith to believe that Christ is the 
Savior of the world, but do not exer- 
cise faith and works by coming to Je- 


sus and being saved. “If thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord Je- 
sus and shalt believe in thine heart 
(faith) that God hath raised him 
from the dead thou shalt be saved.” 
While faith and works pull together 
they are made perfect. For an ex- 
ample we would suppose two men to 
be in a canoe on the lake. One was to 
pull with his oar on the left side all 
the time (works) . The man in the back 
was to pull with his oar on the right 
side all the time (faith). They go on 
crossing the lake in a straight line be- 
cause faith pulls on his side, then 
works pulls on his side; then faith, 
then works. They pull at regular in- 
tervals and go on perfectly. But all 
of a sudden the man in the back 
(works) takes his oar in and doesn’t 
pull again. The other man (faith) 
pulls, pulls, pulls, until finally he 
finds himself going in circles. He 
(faith) finds that without works to 
help he can’t make the crossing. Then 
as faith is stopped, the man in the 
back (works) begins to pull pull, pull, 
until finally he (works) finds him- 
self going in circles. Faith without 
works couldn’t make it across. Works 
without faith couldn’t make it across. 
Then faith and works begin pulling 
again and it is easy to make it. 


Naaman was cleansed of the lep- 
rosy by faith and works. 2 Cor. 
5:7, “For we walk by faith, not by 
sight.” Gal. 2:20b, “The life which I 
now live in the flesh I live by the faith 
of the Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave himself for me.” We are the 
children of God by faith in Christ. We 
are justified by faith. Then we see 
again, in St. John 9, how Christ 
anointed the eyes of the blind man 
with the clay. He, Christ, did His part, 
then the blind man had to do some- 
thing. He had faith to believe he was 
going to be healed, so he went to the 
pool and washed and came seeing. He 
had faith and works. John the Baptist 
preached repentance and told the 
Pharisees and Sadducees to bring 
forth fruits meet for repentance. 
Plainly, the one who says he wants to 
be saved will do something about it. 
“Above all, taking the shield of faith 
wherewith ye shall be able to quench 
all the fiery darts of the wicked.”

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LETTER FROM HAITI 


The following was a personal letter 
to the Mission Secretary, not intended 
for publication. I am sure you will be 
interested in its contents. 

“Yesterday we attended the con- 
vention for the Fort Jacques District 
at Bassin General. Pastor Justin Cag- 
nera is still in charge of this district 
and doing fine work. About 1,000 of our 
people came down to this convention 
from the mountains or other missions 
in the plains—from Fort Jacques, 
Furcy, Duvier, Turrenne, Cadets, and 
Bassin General Church. About forty- 
five of our people from Port au Prince 
Church also, walked for six hours to 
attend. Most of these people came Fri- 
day so that Friday and Saturday 
nights were nights of great feasting 
upon the Word of God, times of weep- 
ing and supplication before God in be- 
half of Haiti and times of refreshing 
with the outpouring of the Holy Ghost. 
Friday night we had just arrived from 
the convention at Anse-a-Veau in 
time for the radio broadcast, Saturday 
was communion evening service in 
Port au Prince—so we could not be 
present at all the services of the con- 
vention at Bassin General. 


“However, when we arrived Sunday 
morning, everyone was on hand to 
welcome us with faces on which the 
light of the Lord was still shining. The 
crowd was so big that visitors at the 
baptismal service (the unconverted) 
had to stand far on the outskirts and 
most of our exhortations during the 
baptism was for the believers to re- 
main faithful to their calling in Christ 
Jesus. Fifty converts were baptized in 
water during a time of great rejoicing 
and singing in the Spirit of the Lord. 

“During the past four months we 
have’ established four elementary 
schools, grades 1-6, in the churches at 
Ft. Jacques, Duvier, Cadets, and Bassin 
General, with a total enrollment o' 
180 students. Each school gave a short 
program that was very edifying, with 
many scriptures and texts and Bibli- 
cal recitations. These schools are ac- 
tual Sunday Schools held every day 
with the teaching of elementary sub- 
jects of the three R’s. From them we 
will have capable leaders of the fu-

ture. Already each school has become 
the center of the mission work. Each 
teacher sent to a school has the mis- 
sionary vision of souls lost that Christ 
has died to save. Most of these places 
would have no school if we did not 
provide a teacher for them. With but 
few exceptions, these teachers are sis- 
ters of the church who have passed 
the first six grades in a school in Port 
au Prince, Petit Goave or Cayes. Hav- 
ing found the Lord in one of our mis- 
sions, they have consecrated their 
lives to Christ and are willing to be 
placed far off in the mountains or 
distant plains away from their homes 
and families to sacrifice themselves in 
this calling. Praise God for these 
faithful young women. Our hope is to 
have a rural school in each of our 
churches directed by a consecrated 
and capable worker. At present our 
capacity to take care of these schools 
is limited by the lack of sufficient 
workers. In some schools a teacher has 
to take care of as many as sixty to 
eighty students, which is too heavy a 
burden. If you could hear these little 
tots of our mission schools singing the 
glory of the Lord in song and reciting 
the scriptures, you would understand 
the great accomplishments of these 
schools. 

“We have about thirty registered 
workers in this district, most of them 
have their gardens to take care of but 
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give much of their time to zealous work 
for the’ Lord. It was thrilling to hear 
them stand in front of the big audi- 
ence gathered under the palm arbor— 
we haven’t yet started building the 
church in Bassin General, and the big 
arbor made of palm leaves served to 
protect from the heat during the day 
and some of the cold during the night, 
so there this group of energetic work- 
ers stood and sang with all their 
hearts “Partons tous pour la moisson” 
—‘Let Us All Go to the Harvest.” We 
have great hopes for a wonderful har- 
vest of souls for Christ for this com- 
ing year, through the faithful testi- 
monies of these Holy-Ghost-filled men 
and women. 

“Enclosed is a picture of the new 
church at Petit Goave, and its pastor, 
Brother Remus Arbouet, in white, 
seated in front, his wife, and Brother 
Excellent Cassy. This picture was tak- 
en at the reopening of the church in 
December 1, 1943, just a year and two 
months ago. This church had con- 
tinued to function under the “‘sponsor- 
ship” of an American Methodist Mis- 
sion, so at its reopening it simply came 
back to our church. At the closing of 
our churches, instead of being dis- 
couraged, they continued to be more 
spiritually alive than ever before under 
the direction of our Pastor Remus, 
who was a good shepherd. He was al-

lowed to continue under the spon- 
sorship of this Methodist Mission and 
led his flock to begin the construction 
of this church building. They said we 
must call our church Ebenezer, for 
truly ‘hitherto hath the Lord helped 
us. All set forth to work with good 
purpose and built this building them- 
selves on the ground that our Mission 
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Board had previously purchased. The 
women carried water for the men mix- 
ing the mortar. Everyone carried 
stones as they came to church—men, 
women, children—piling them in the 
yard. As fast as enough stones and 
lime and sand were brought to this 
location, the masons kept adding them 
to the building until, finally, the 
structure was up. The congregation 
contributed to buy wood—the pennies 
came in—months passed, and finally 
enough wood came for the doors, win- 
dows, and structure for the roof. With- 
out letting up, they had built that 
church, stone by stone, contributing 
penny by penny—and a year had 
passed. To get the tin roof was indeed 
a problem. They had worked and sac- 
rificed and now they did not even 
seem to have the pennies to just be- 
gin on the mountain of pennies that 
would be needed to buy the necessary 
tin roofing. It was then that a special 
offering came from the Board for dis- 
tribution which enabled us to donate 
enough to buy the tin roof. What a 
time of rejoicing in Petit Goave when 
the roofing arrived! We attended the 
dedication of the church as a visitor. 
The presence of the Holy Ghost was 
present in power and the whole serv- 
ice was touching from beginning to 
end. There wasn’t a dry eye in the 
congregation. If there is one city or 
village in all Haiti that can be said to 
be ‘evangelized’ that is ‘given the 
gospel throughout its population,’ 
that city can be said to be Petit Goave. 
Here the people of our church love the 
Lord with all their hearts and are 100 
per cent missionary-minded. We have 
obtained many of our best workers 
from this same church, whom we have 
sent to various other missions all over 
Haiti, filled with the Holy Ghost and a 
burning love for souls. This little city 
has become the center of a great re- 
vival movement. ‘We have passed 
through the fires of persecution that 
have cleansed us for greater service for 
our Lord and Master, Jesus Christ.’ 
At present here in Petit Goave. we

SAMPSON 
Background: Sampson was a mem- 
~ ber of the tribe of Dan. We know lit- 
tle of his home life or education, ex- 
cept that “the child grew and the 
Lord blessed him” (Judges 13:25). 
Sampson was called from the day of 
his birth. We do not know when he 
began to do his active duty, except 
that the Spirit of the Lord began to 

move him in the camp. 

Sampson was called to be judge of 
Israel. His preparation for this of- 
fice was not from the natural, but 
from God. His preparation did not 
end, he prepared from day to day to 
fulfill God’s plan. After many years of 
blindness, sadness, disappointment, 
and despair he finished his last les- 
son in a dungeon. The results of his 
answering God’s call were these: (1) 
He became a man of great strength 
and power. (2) He was very wise. He 
told a riddle that no one could an- 
swer. (3) In Hebrews 11:33 we read 
that he was a man of great faith in 
God. 

The lessons we learn from his life 
are: faith, obedience, punishment for 
disobedience, penalty of associating 
with the world, the results of sin, and 
the great mercy of God. We learn that 
even though we fall once, God _ will 
give us power to come back and not 
stay defeated. 

We learn the following things about 
God’s dealings with man: 1. God has 
in the past, and will in the future call 
men for special purposes. 2. When- 
ever God calls a man He will prepare 
him for the work he must do. 3. Goa 
will do great things for those who 
se.ve Him. 4. If we don’t do what we 
are called to do, we will fall. 5. The 
most blessed thing in the world is to 
die doing your duty.
